But don't jump to the happy 


conclusion that the revolt means 
you'll be able to buy carpets or 
shoes any cheaper at the store. 


The revolt is aimed at halting 


future advances, which otherwise 
seem inevitable. In itself the re- 
volt can't turn back the price 
finished goods made from raw 
materials, most of which "are now 
selling at record highs. 


Some of the leading carpet mills 


say they •won't buy any more 
wool at present prices.

~ A SPOKESMAN for a manufacturer of marine 
•**• electronic equipment reports the makings 
of an unprecedented river boom In the United 
States. Last year an all-time record tonnage 
of cargo was moved by river barge. Tonnage 
this year -will be even greater. River men are 
beginning to say that the golden era for ship- 
meat of freight by Inland waterways is just 
ahead—in the future instead of the past. 


It is encouraging to run across an idea like 


this, to serve as a reminder that transportation 
grows as it goes, and nothing about it can be 
taken for granted. But even the abandoned 
canals which supposedly represented failure 
were not necessarily abandoned forever. They 
may have been set aside temporarily. 


No one could have foreseen multi-wheeled 


trucks rolling over highways at high speeds—• 
but they are here. The railroads once seemed 
impossible, then merely improbable. 
The first 


thought of airplanes carrying tons of bulky 
cargo seemed preposterous. Each added mobil- 
ity to transportation, but they have not sup- 
planted any of its fundamental forms. 


The rivers, railroads, highways, airways and 


canals which were not abandoned too soon all 
will be busy in 1951. 


We Will Never Know 
•pERNARD M. BARUCH. it is recalled, created 


a sensation six months ago when he told 


the Senate banking committee that the United 
States should begin all-out mobilization with 
a general ceiling over the entire economy. Mr. 
Baruch also recommended "taxes higher than 
a cat's back". 


This was in direct contradiction to the mid- 


year recommendation of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. Council members 
advised 


President 
Truman 
that mobilization 
needs 


eould be met out of expanded capacity for pro- 
ducing goods of all kinds, without upsetting 
the national economy. Mr. Truman asked for 
moderation and a tax increase of five billion 
dollars to offset the effects of mobilization. Mr. 
Barucfa, after being praised for saying what he 
knew would not be done, went back home. 
He knew something else—that if he lived long 
enough he -would be praised for his abilty to 
look ahead and see what almost everybody 
else would refuse to see until too late to claim 
any credit for unusual vision. 


The United States never will know what it 


might be able to do if it learned to act on 
Mr. Baruch's premonitions. It never will act 
on them, for the simple reason that it never 
v/ill believe bad news until it looms larger 
than good news. 


American Pilgrimage 
/~vNCE MORE the rough road of business sol- 
^^ vency leads to Washington. The corridors 
of the Department of Commerce Building echo 
throughout the day as industrial executives 
carry on the American pilgrimage to the shrine 
of wartime power over the wherewithal to keep 
going. 


Most of them have business with someone 


in the National Production Authority set up 
inside the Commerce Department. NPA is di- 
vided and subdivided into sections dealing with 
all branches of industrial enterprise. A busi- 
nessman trying to manufacture rubber products 
must see the right man in the rubber division. 
A manufacturer -who needs steel must see the 
right man in the steel division and so on. 


The "right men" are all in private business 


themselves, or were until they went to Wash- 
ington to help the government engineer the 
transition from a peace to a war economy Pro- 
fessional bureaucrats have been minimized, but 
the question is going to be whether private 
businessmen with the power to withhold and 
bestow the necessary wherewithal will be any 
easier to bear. 


It is not bureaucrats who prove objection- 


able in the long run, but bureaucracy, which is 
a. 35 word for what happens when private citi- 
zens must jump through a prescribed number 
of public hoops on governmental command. 


Wherry's Resolution 
S 


ENATOR WHERRY'S well-meant resolution 


to make the Senate foreign relations and 


armed services committees come through by 
Feb. 2 with a proposal for new legislation to 
define presidential war-making authority under 
the North Atlantic Treaty seemed to told up 
when presented. 


Senator Wherry succeeded only in having the 


resolution referred to the two committees by 
unanimous consent. 


Yet, Senator Wherry says he has accom- 


plished what he set out to accomplish, which 
is essentially what all other critics of Mr Tru- 
man's attitude toward his war-making power 
had set out to accomplish. Their common pur- 
pose to restrain him from making an impulsive 
decision about committing the United States 
to an all-out defense of Europe until European 
governments had shown some signs of conduct- 
ing an all-out deitense of themselves. 


Perhaps that has been accomplished in more 


subtle but just as effectual ways than bena- 
tor Wherry originally had in mind.

Let's Call A Halt To U.N. Nonsense 


T TNTIL IT IS decided what is to 
^ become of the United Nations, 
a halt should be called to some of 
the curious activities of that body. 


For instance, a commission or 


something of the U.N. is now en- 
gaged in defining the press. Prom 
what I can see of it, most of the 
efforts are designed to place limi- 
tations upon freedom of the press. 


What most Americans forget is 


that the United Nations can law- 
fully legislate for the American 
people. A United Nations decision 
is binding upon us under the 
treaty which makes us a member 
of that body. 


Even should we vote against a 


measure, but not employ the veto, 
we are bound to adhere to it, if 
it is approved by the other mem- 
bers. In cases that have come be- 
fore our'courts, they have so held, 
as in the California alien land law 
case in 1948 (Oyama against Cali- 
fornia). 


The California land law may or 


may not be wrong, but California 
should make her laws, not the 
United Nations. In fact, by virtue 
of the treaty, the United Nations 
has a wider power over our states 
than the Constitution gives to 
Congress. 


So, that amazing universal dec- 


laration of human rights can be 
destructive of our way of life, 
because we balance obligations 
against rights. For instance, take 
Article 25 of that document: 


"Everyone has the right to a 


standard of living adequate for 
the health and well-being and of 
his family, including food, cloth- 
ing, housing and medical care and 
necessary social services, and the 
right to security. . . ." 


DOES THAT mean that we are 


to establish a Socialist society in 
which every person is a slave to 
the state, which levels all of us 
to a minimum subsistence pro- 
vided by the state? 


And what are the obligations 


of the citizen to the state? No ref- 
erence is made to that. It could 
be total and abject obedience. 


So, the 
genocide convention 


comes before us again. This is a 
measure which may have much 
justification. Its inspiration was 
the wiping out of whole peoples 
by antagonistic governments. 


Whatever the intentions of the 


genocide convention, h o w e v e r 
noble its motives, it would be 
possible under it for the United 
Nations to intervene in any state 
of our country on the assumption 


that the rights of a racial or a re- 
ligious group were endangered. 


Take, for instance, this pro- 


vision in the covenant on human 
rights, which could become the 
law of our land: 


"Freedom to manifest one's re- 


ligion or beliefs shall be subject 
only to such limitations as are 
pursuant to law and are reason- 
able and necessary to protect pub- 
lic safety, order, health, or morals 
or the fundamental rights and 
freedoms of others." 


Our system is incorporated in 


the First Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, 
which provides: 


"Congress shall make no law 


respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free ex- 
ercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press; 
or the right of the people peace- 
ably to assemble, and to petition 
the government for a redress of 
grievances." 


WE HAVE in this country some 


265 religious groups, sects and 
cults. Our government interferes 
with none of them. Separation of 
church and state does not only 
mean that the church shall not 
interfere 
•with 
government, 
it 


means even more that the govern- 
ment shall not interfere In the 
life of any church. 


According to the covenant on 


human rights, however, the gov- 
ernment becomes the ruler of ev- 
ery church. Suppose some bureau- 
crat were to decide that circum- 
cision was unhealthful, or that 
holy water carried germs, or that 
baptism increased the incidence 
of pneumonia or that Kosher meat 
was against public order! 


Comparable ukases have been 


issued in the history of the human 
race. In the United States we say 
that the rites, rituals and dis- 
ciplines of religious bodies are 
none of the business of the gov- 
ernment, that for the state to in- 
terfere in such matters is a vio- 
lation of the inalienable rights 
of the individual, bespoken in the 
Declaration of Independence. 


But this you must note—if the 


Senate ratifies this covenant on 
human rights, it will have the 
force of an amendment to our 
Constitution. Can we afford to 
risk that? 


The soundest procedure is to 


halt all these United Nations 
measures now. This is no time to 
give them consideration.

The department, under its di- 


version assistance program, has 
been trying to help build up 
completely' new outlets and uses 
for honey. There's a new honey 
baby food, for instance, the ap- 
plication for which already has 
been approved. It's in the form 
of a fortified cracker. There's a 
new honey ice cream, chocolate 
sirup, and all kinds of different- 
flavored spreads. 


A program also is underway in 


the Kansas State „ Experimental 
Station to develop new uses for 
honey in the baking industry. 
This is partially financed by the 
Department of Agriculture and 
the industry, 


"It's a two-year project, but we 


hope that when it's completed a 
large number of outlets will be 
developed," Mr. Clay told rne.

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Is It Policy Or Panic? 


By Walter Lippmana 


THE issue which separates us 


snot only from Great Britain 


but from all our important allies, 
including even Canada, is not 
whether Red China has committed 
an aggression 
in Korea that 


should be condemned in order to 
keep clear the record. 


The real issue is what is to fol- 


low from the condemnation— 
whether the war against the Chi- 
nese aggressor inside Korea is to 
be expanded into a general war 
with the Chinese aggressor. Our 
allies are resisting our resolution 
to condemn the Chinese aggres- 
sion because they believe it will 
lead to a general war in the Far 
East. 


Their belief will" be strength- 


ened greatly by the second of the 
two resolutions which the Senate 
passed Tuesday. 
This resolution 


says that it is "the sense of the 
Senate that the Communist China 
government should not be admit- 
ted to membership in the United 
Nations as the representative of 
China". 


This resolution will be inter- 


preted throughout Asia, and cer- 
tainly also in most of western 
Europe, as the preliminary to an 
American commitment to seek the 
destruction of the Red Chinese 
government and the re-establish- 
ment of Chiang's government. The 
British -will interpret it that way, 
knowing that limited wars, where 
the issues are so vital and so ir- 
reconcilable, can rarely if ever 
be limited. 
x 


Moreover, they have h e a r d 


Dean Acheson advocating a "lim- 
ited war" against China and they 
know that Mr. Acheson's political 
enemies, who lead him along and 
set the pace for him, are demand- 
ing that we make Chiang the 
spearhead of a war against China. 


IT IS important to realize why 


in the judgment of most of our 
friends in Europe and in Asia the 
issue of war and peace in Asia 
hangs upon the recognition of 
Red China. 


The policy of Britain and India, 


which we well might remember 
is the policy of a commonwealth 
that embraces a quarter of the 
numan race, rests on their belief 


that Mao has no choice but to 
depend on the Soviet Union as 
long as the existence of his re- 
gime is threatened by American 
support of his great rival, Chiang 
Kai-shek. 


Mao's insistence on being " rec- 


ognized", his attempt to break 
into the U N. at the point of a 
gun. stems primarily from the 
fact that this is the only way to 
liquidate his rival, to consolidate 
his victory, to end the civil war 
and the danger of foreign inter- 
vention. 


When we set up to judge our 


allies and friends in the U.N., we 
must remember that they never 
have agreed with us on the cru- 
cial question of Chiang, that our 
actions and attitudes about For- 
mosa have never been submitted 
to, much less approved by, the 
United Nations. 


In relation to China we have 


played a lone hand. And, as 
things are going now, we appear 
bent on playing a still lonelier 
one. If that is what we must do, 
let us at least do it with dignity. 
Let us not go shouting around 
that everybody is out of step but 
father. 


It is indeed deplorable and dan- 


gerous that the differences be- 
tween Britain and this country 
should be so wide and that they 
should be advertised so sensa- 
tionally by the contrast on Tues- 
day between the cheers in parlia- 
ment and the vote in the Senate. 


But as we search for some 


method of assuaging our differ- 
ences, we shall have to recognize 
that Mr. Attlee and the parlia- 


sment no less than Mr. Truman 
and the Congress are hearing 
from the voters. 


HERE THE popular pressure 


which has now exploded in Con- 
gress arises from the resentment 
of our people at the plight of the 
American troops in Korea. 


Our people feel that it is intol- 


erable that American soldiers 
should be suffering in a war 
which no longer can be won, 
which no longer can achieve the 
aims for which it was begun, yet 
a war which was undertaken not 
for a national purpose but for a 
principle. They feel naturally and 
rightly that there is something 
decisive that should be done about 
it all. 


What the decisive something is 


they do not know. They cannot 
be expected to know. They have 
a right to expect their government 
to tell them what it is. Their 
government tells them nothing. 
Day after day the casualties con- 
tinue and the young men are 
called up to replace them. 


Denied leadership which does 


something decisive and effective 
about the bloody frustration in 
Korea, popular 
sentiment 
has 


fixed on two remedies. 


One is the atomic bomb, which 


the less informed think is the 
sovereign and magic remedy for 
all military difficulties. The other 
remedy is to line up the U.N. 
against the Red Chinese, with the 
idea that somehow if enough 
countries vote to pass a resolu- 
tion, then Invisible legions not 
now in Korea will spring up and 
that our troops will no longer be 
so lonely and so outnumbered. 


All this has come about because 


Mr. Truman and Mr. Acheson, 
who have lost control of the war 
—of its strategy and its diplomacy 
—are unable to make a firm and 
clear decision about the role of 
our army in Korea. 


They are even reported as be- 


lieving that while we must leave 
Korea eventually, the best way to 
go is to be pushed out! This is 
what has made the country so 
nervous that, as the actions of 
Congress show, insteadd of form- 
ing a policy we are on the verge 
of being swept into a panic,

Belhlehem Chairman 
Sees No Need For 
Government Funds 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (AP) — 


A leader of the steel industry be- 
lieves its expansion plans fully 
meet the government's demand 
for greater steelmaking capacity. 


E. G. Grace, chairman of the 


Bethlehem Steel Corp., the na- 
tion's No. 2 producer, made the 
statement in commenting- on the 
industry's program to provide 
117,500,000 tons of annual capac- 
ity by the end of 1952. 


He recalled President Truman 


said a capacity of 120,000,000 tons 
would be needed in three or four 
years, and indicated the indus- 
try's expansion already is at a 
faster pace than that. 


"Since the industry has met the 


government's wishes," he said, "I 
don't see any need to use govern- 
ment funds to create additional 
steel capacity." 


At a news conference following 


a Bethlehem director's meeting 
yesterday, Mr. Grace said his 
company contemplated no new 
financing to complete the $300,- 
000,000 expansion program in 
which it is engaged. This is de- 
signed to raise Bethlehem's an- 
nual ingot capacity to 17,600,000 
tons by the end of 1952. 


Mr. Grace reported several rec- 


ords attained by the company in 
1950—net income of $122,976,071 
equal to $12.15 a common share; 
production of 15,116,000 net tons 
of ingots and castings and ship- 
ment of 10,933,000 tons of fin- 
ished steel products. The income 
was a record high for the third 
successive year.

Farmer Gets About 51 Cents 
Of Each Dollar Spent On Food 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP) 


—The farmer is getting about 51 
cents out of every dollar con- 
sumers spend for food, Agricul- 
ture Department officials esti- 
mate. 


This compares with 46 cents 


before the war started in Korea 
and with a peak of 54 cents in 
1945. In the depression period of 
the '30's, the farm share dropped 
as low as 32 cents. 


This increase in the farmer's 


share, officals say, means prices 
of farm products have gone up 
more 
during

charged by food processors and 
distributors. 


Retail 
prices 
of

typical 


quantity of food—described by 
the Agriculture Department as 
the "family market 
basket"— 


have gone up about 8.3 per cent 
since Korean hostilities began. 


As a unit of measure, the mar- 


ket basket contains quantities of 
farm food products equal to the 
annual average purchases of a 
family of three consumers in the 
1935-39 period. 


This quantity of food 
was 


priced at about $653 before the 
Korean war. By early this month, 
it had jumped to $694—an in- 
crease of $41. This price, how- 
ever, was below the record of 
$713 reached in July, 1948. 


The farmer's share of the food 


dollar varies greatly by com- 
modities. It tends to be largest 
for meat and livestock products] 
and lowest for grain products 
and vegetables. 


In the case of meats, the 


farmer is receiving 63 cents out 
of every dollar spent by the con- 
sumer, according to Agriculture 
Department officials. The farm 
share for other groups includes 
dairy products 55 cents, poultry 
and eggs 65 cents, bakery and 
other cereal products 27 cents, 
fresh fruit and vegetables 40 
cents and canned fruits and vege- 
tables 19 cents. 


The department says the figure 


of $694 for the present cost of 
the arbitrary market basket does 
not adequately reflect 
today's 


spending for food. 


It says the average family is 


consuming 10 to 15 per cent more 
food than it did in the 1935-39 
period. Most of this increased 
consumption is made up of the 
more expensive items, such as 
meats, poultry and dairy products. 


Meat consumption is averaging 


about 146 pounds a year now, for 
example, compared with 125 in 
the prewar period.

District congressman, today asked 
the U. S. Army Engineers at 
Washington to explain how the 
proposed super-dam at Empire 
would affect people living along 
the Ohio River. 


Mr. Hays made public a letter 


to Major General Lewis A_ Pick, 
chief of Army Engineers, saying 
a number of people living in the 
area of the proposed project have 
told him they fear a permanent 
high river stage will result from 
construction of the locks and 
dam. 


Such a water stage, Mr. Hays 


said, would mean that a slight 
rainfall in the Monongahela and 
Allegheny Valleys would cause 
flood conditions. 


Mr. Hays said he is particu- 


larly concerned about what the 
project would do to East Liver- 
pool and Wellsville. 


The congressman included in 


his letter some comments made 
to him by a constituent who 
wrote: 


"If this dam goes in near Em- 


pire that will make us have a 
flood stage of 25 feet all the 
time. Then any time there is a 
rise of any kind of 6 or 9 feet 
(there will be) water in the 
basement, so you see in time 
that would cause damage". 


President Truman's budget for 


the 12 months starting July 1 
contains a request for $75,000 for 
planning the project. 


Estimated cost of the locks and 


dam is $30-,120,000. 


The engineers said in a report 


last summer the project "would 
comprise a betterment of the 
Ohio River navigation system 
which serves the state of Ohio".

Fought By U.S. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 26 


(AP)—The government has asked 
the Federal Court here to upset 
a jury verdict which held that 
Vivien Kellems had not willfully 
violated the withholding tax law. 


In two motions filed yesterday, 


U. S. Attorney Adrian W. Maher 
asked Judge Carroll C. Hincks to 
set aside the verdict in which 
the jury decided for Miss Kel- 
lems in her civil suit against In- 
ternal Revenue Collector John J. 
Fitzpatrick. The verdict entitled 
her to recover $6,133 in penal- 
ties levied against her. 


One motion asked that the 


court enter a judgment for the 
defendant. Should that be denied, 
the other asked for a new trial. 


Th'e government contends that 


the penalties were imposed le- 
gally under a statute which pro- 
vides for them against employers 
who wilfully fail to withhold in- 
come taxes from theii; workers. 
Miss Kellems admits she deliber- 
ately and intentionally refused to 
withhold taxes from her work- 
ing force of about 40 in her 
Stonington factory, but claims 
her actions were not willful be- 
cause her motive was to test the 
constitutionality of the law. 


The jury, in its verdict re- 


turned Wednesday, agreed with 
her.
